The Age-Old Solution 
We are to ld that every actio n eventually pro ­ 
duces a reactio n. If this is true, then surely 
the great revival o f religio us interest in the 
United States to day is the inevitable reactio n to 
the wo rld in in which we have been living. 
The wo rld in which we have been living is a 
wo rld o f co ntinuo us war tensio n, a casualness 
to ward murder and careless killing.anindif- 
ference to family respo nsibility and resultant 
delinquency , 
a 
prevalence 
o f 
sex 
crimes, 
thievery and drug addictio n. It’s a wo rld infil­ 
trated with the go dlessness o f Co mmunism. 
The reactio n to that wo rld is a wo rld in which 
church membership and 
attendance 
h a ve 
reached an all-time high, religio us bo o ks are 
po pular best sellefs. religio us mo vies set bo x o f­ 
fice reco rds, lay retreats and Bible camps at­ 
tract hundreds o f tho usands annually . 
We’ve tried just abo ut every thing else in o ur 
lifetime — peace pacts, treaties, trade agree­ 
ments, co mpro mise, nego tiatio n, ho t 
wa rs, co ld 
wa rs and appeasement. Perhaps we a re ready 
new to turn, after characteristic reluctance, to 
that which is the easiest and simplest o f all so ­ 
lutio ns to o ur pro blems. Perhaps we are rea dy 
no w to a ccept the so lutio n relig io n o ffers.

Way ne Mo rse pro bab’y ho ld a vari­ 
ety o f private o pinio ns o f him. 
So me no do ubt regard him as a 
plain nuisance; o thers as a dan­ 
gero us radical; and still o thers as 
a sueful gadfly . 
There must be so me, ho wever, 
who have co me to appreciate that 
they are privileged to sit in the 
same assembly and to share the 
same air-co nditio ned atmo sphere 
with a revival o f that pro digy o f 
ancient and medieval times, t h e 
panso phist. 
The breadth o f his o utlo o k and 
the variety o f subjects which he 
discusses suggest no thir^ sho rt o f 
o mniscience. 
To illustrate that fact, even in a 
fragmentary and inco mplete fash­ 
io n. I have scanned the Index o f 
the Co ngressio nal Reco rd fo r the 
co mparatively sho rt perio d fro m 
May 24th to Julv 2nd. Further re­ 
searches u o u’d no do ubt reveal 
even mo re amazing ranges o f the 
Orego n senato r’s co ncerns, but this 
will suffice as a hint. 


IN THAT PERIOD Mo rse caused 
to be printed at public expense 25 
articles, letters, and reso lutio ns by 
peo ple and o rganizatio ns o utside 
the Senate. Meanwhile, he intro ­ 
duced five bills and reso lutio ns and 
eleven amendments to bills befo re 
the Senate. It was in the range o f 
his remarks, ho wever, that h i s 
true versatility manifested itself. 
He presumed to speak o n no 
less than 49 subjects. To para­ 
phrase Bo b Ingerso ll o n Shake­ 
speare, his o ceanic mind w o ul d 
to uch all the sho res o f kno wledge. 
Alas, we have no reco rd o f his 
private 
ruminatio ns, 
co gitatio ns, 
and co mmentaries! 
The number o f subjects fo r which 
Mo rse interrupted the business o f 
the Senate o ffers o nly a faint no ­ 
tio n o f the time and printed mat­ 
ter w’hich he co nsumed. In so me 
debates he places speakers in a 
perpetual po sture o f y ielding fo r 
questio ns—mo stly o rato rical—a n d 
remarks. 
My space here do es no t allo w a 
co mplete listing o f the Mo rse an­ 
tho lo gy o f learning, because said 
space is paid fo r by custo mers, 
no t taxpay ers. A few specimens 
will suffice. 
MORSE DISCUSSED, a m o n g 
many o ther things, Basque sheep- 
herders.

immeasurably 
co nstructive, 
Sen. Co rdo n, also o f Orego n. 
He intro duced fo ur bills and 
reso lutio ns and two amendments. 
He talked o n a few subjects mainly 
in line with his co mmitte wo rk. 
Co rdo n cluttered up the reco rd 
with little printed matter fro m o ut­ 
side so urces. Sen. By rd is kno wm 
0 the natio n as an indefatigably 
busy senato r. But he placed o niy 
eight articles fro m o utside co urces 
in the Reco rd, intro duced two bills, 
o ne amendment, two reso luti o n s, 
and made remarks o n 11 subjects. 


SEN. D1 RKSEN is no silent man, 
but he fell far behind the match­ 
less Mo rse. He spo ke o n o nly six 
subjects. Dirksen’s co lleague fro m 
Illino is has a pro pensity fo r debate 
and, 1 might add, very o ften fo r 
useful purpo ses. But his reco rd is 
numerically medio cre by M o r s e 
standards. He inserted 10 printed 
pieces, intro duced 15 bi.ls, reso lu­ 
tio ns, and amendments, and spo ke 
o n 25 subjects. 
So me y ears ago , I wro te in o ne 
o f these articles o f the extrao rdin­ 
ary silence o f M argaret C h a s e 
Smith o f Maine during her first 
y ear in the Senate. 1 co mpared her 
favo rably with so me o f the men 
to sho w that wo men were no t nec­ 
essarily great talkers. I adc ed that 
perhaps she was waiting to have 
the last wo rd. 
Ho wever, when that time co mes, 
1 fear that if the junio r senato r 
fro m Orego n is still there, he will 
interrupt her valedicto ry with a re­ 
quest that she y ield fo r a questio n.

So uth Ko rea, with a po pulatio n 
o f 20 millio n is scraping the bo t­ 
to m o f the eligible manpo wer po o l. 
Further, Rhee’s 20 divisio ns are 
equipped fro m head to to e with 
American equipment. No t o nly is 
Ko rea no t financially able to o ut­ 
fit its o wn army , but the U.S. 
is indirectly pay ing fo r its up­ 
keep. 
It co sts almo st as much to put 
a Ko rean divisio n into the field as 
to build up an American divisio n, 
U.S. o fficers say . Mo ney -wise the 
U.S. wo uld save little. 
Fro m a lo ng range po int o f view, 
the generals argue, a Ko rean di­ 
visio n wo uld have limited use in 
American strategy . Such a divisio n 
can fight in Ko rea, it might fight 
in so me o ther secto r o f Asia but 
there is no sense sending it to 
Euro pe. 
At the same time, Washingto n is 
giving serio us co nsideratio n to a 
suggested plan that at least o ne, 
and perhaps two , divisio ns be with­ 
drawn fro m Ko rea and redeplo y ed 
in Japan o r o n Okinawa. 


RHEE DOESN’T LIKE this o ne 
bit. He wants unificatio n o f Ko ­ 
rea. That just isn’t in the cards, 
in the o pinio n o f the best info rmed 
American go vernment o fficials in 
To ky o . There are no indicatio ns 
that the Co mmunists will reo pen 
ho stilities in Ko rea and the Penta­ 
go n is no t abo ut to se-nd the Eighth 
Army to the Yalu River. 
The Ko rean president and his 
henchmen have o ften threatened 
to march no rth by themselves,

Co n­ 
sumer go o ds must be bro ught in 
first; industries » can be develo ped 
o nly slo wly . Fo r example, a ferti­ 
lizer plant wo uldn’t pro duce fo r 
two y ears during which time it 
wo uld aggravate inflatio n. 


ONE 
AMERICAN 
w h o has 
wo rked with the Ko reans o n go v­ 
ernment and industrial levels sum­ 
med it up this way : 
‘‘The ROKs are industrially and 
co mmercially mature. They 
are 
inexperienced, but they 
have 
a 
stro ng feeling o f patrio tism and 
are extremely pro ud. It is dif­ 
ficult to guide them o r to tell 
them- what has to be do ne. That 
go es fo r big pro blems in Seo ul 
as well as fo r little pro blems in 
the pro vinces. 
“The Ko reans wo uld rather have 
o ur mo ney and let us fo reigners go 
j ho me. As much as they need mo n­ 
ey , they need technical assistance 
even mo re. They need guidance o n 
such fundamentals as to where to 
put a facto ry and what it’s o utput 
sho uld be.”

The unofficial totals — complete, 


official figures won’t be available 
for three or four weeks — show 
that 195.801 farmers voted for the 
control program and 71,303 against. 
One year ago the vote was 380,221 
“ yes” and 57.221 “ no.”
